good news in Parthia, which Is to- 
day southeastern Russia. 


Other tradition, and the firm be- 
lief of the Christians in southeast 
India, is that this apostle to the 
Persians was the founder of Chris- 
tianity among the Persie.ns and 
Parthians in India. 
At Malabar 
they still call themselves "Chris- 
tians of St. Thomas."

Attracted Uttle Notice 


TV At first the trial attracted lit- 
'^-Je notice. 
Moody observed that

The Klan had 
become almost an obsession with 
3\Ioody, and he .believed the issues 
were of importance to all Texas. 
He went to the correspondent.

Chronicle Takes Up Moody. 
The Houston Chronicle first sug- 


gested Moody for attorney gener- 
al. When he started to make the 
fight, ui was about the only per- 
son in Texas who thought I could

But he was elected, 


and most of his support 
came 


from supposedly strong Klan dis- 
tricts. The rest of his story 
is 


familiar to most Texans—his dif- 
ferences with James and Miriam

While saying he was "leaving 


politics,1 like al* good politicians, 
Governor Moody would not say 
that meant he would never seek 
office again.

Borrowing a phrase from a 
contemporary political writer, "the 
people are not capable of sustain-

ding that this has been true with 
most of the nation's prominent 
public servants. 


Should Be Trained. 


His philosophy of politics, glean- 


ed in ten years In office, centers 
around the belief that men should 
be trained for the 
business of 


state, and should not be discarded 
after a temporary period of ser- 
vice. 


"The business 
of running 
a 


state," he said, "is different from 
any other business. 
It is wrong 


to train a man for this business 
and then discard him in favor of 
an inexperienced person. 
It is 


equally wrong to put* an inexper- 
ienced man in politics and expect 
an outstanding success," 


One outstanding 
example, 
in 


Moody'a 
opinion, 
is 
President 


Hoover, "a great administrator," 
who had had to "bear up under 
all the backwash." 


This philosophy would seem in- 


consistent with his decision 
to 


leave politics—at least temporarily 
—but the governor has one other 
reason. He, has to pay the debts 
incurred in trying to live within 
the governor's salary. 


"If you don't think I should get 


out and start earning 
a living," 


Moody told a correspondent who 
commented on this seeming dis- 
crepancy, "you should consult my 
banker.1' 


Following -which the governor,

A beautiful 
system of piping, a plentiful supply of fluid but the whole mech- 
anism fails to function for want of pumping power of public- 
ity to tell the world of better goods, lower prices and greater 
service. We need a sound plan to reduce the choppy action of 
business and promote smoothness and steadiness of growth. 


Advertising is this sorely needed governor of business. It requires no 


w; 


novel mechanism. All the apparatus is available. Though capable of illim- 
itable improvement, the fundamental principles of advertising are clearly 
established; its practice is a well-known art. 


"The basic cause at which the jo bless should shake their fists is not 


that too few mills are running, but that too few advertising campaigns are 


running.

"One proposed plan for reforming bad times is to increase public works. 


—That policy is wise. The need, how ever, is not merely for works but for 
workers—and the way to make people work is to arouse wholesome de- 
sires through worthy advertising. 


"Another proposal is to slash pri ces to make a national bargain day. 


Advertising, however, should make every day .a bargain day through 
quantity prices resulting from the me rger of mass production and mass 
consumption. 


"Mass production of goods requir es mass production of customers, and

that is possible only through advertising. To some people the apparent 
simplicity of this solution will be a disappointment. It may be dishearten- 
ing to hear that the best which can be proposed is nothing more than our 
familiar old friends, honest goods at fair prices and advertising. 


"Mr. Watt, however, when he set in motion the industrial revolution, 


did it by studying a force more com monplace than advertising — t h e 
•team from his mother's kettle. Simil arly our own times can develop the 
latent power of advertising into a prime mover in economics. In the light 
of what it might accomplish, advertising power today is what steam power 
was in 1770.

"Mere money is not the cause of the wave-like heaving of the chartered 


course of business over a long stretch of time. As a power in business, 
the vital thing about money is not its amount but its rapidity of circula- 
tion. Theoretically a million-dollar business might be transacted by a 
single dollar bill if it changed hands with sufficient rapidity. Just as we re- 
fer to the speed of an engine by savin g that it makes so many revolutions 
per minute, we can describe the rapidity of circulation of money by saying 
that it turns over twelve times a year.

"When that rapidity is increased and money circulates faster, business 


picks up and becomes better. As th e circulation of money slows down, 
business falls off. Some superhuman hand on the throttle, speeding up or 
cutting down circulation, could make or unmake prosperity. Why cry for

a superhuman hand, when we have it already available in advertising? 


"By advertising I do not refer to cheerio copy proclaiming a non-exis- 


tent prosperity, but advertising to sell existing products. Each business 
man can best promote national welfa re by building up the business he 
knows best—his own.

"Not from any high-flown altruism but with their own skins at stake 


the public ought to give their most e ffective support to advertising, by 
patronage of the best advertisers. For advertising pays only as it pays the 
public. A consuming public that wo uld not back up a program along 
these lines would be devoid both of social responsibility and intelligent self- 
interest. It has not been my experience that the American consumer is 
deficient on either score. 


"Of course the country will even tually revive, as it has in the past. Let 


us not overlook, however, the new element in our latest depression, name- 
ly, th grief that attends mass produc lion without mass consumption. Here 
is a novel factor that may prove of major importance. It may well temper 
any easy assumption that we shall pu 11 through if we trust to luck. I pre- 
fer to trust to advertising."
